WASHINGTON, July -<Senator Mc-
‘Cumber of North Dakota opened the re-
publican asszult on the democratic tarifl
revision B In the senate today, de-
fendihy the farmers of the vountry
agnainst the free listing or great reduc-

tlon In tariff rates on agricultural
products, and charging the democratic
porty  with deliberately “'kicking the

Ameriean farmer into the gutter.’

“In this year, 173" sald Senator Me-
(timber, addréssing the democrats, ““you |
are about to commiit a greater crime
agalnst the American farmer than has
ever been perpetrated by any political
party against any class of people during
any period of recorded history.'”

The tarift blll, Senator McCumber de-
clared, seemed to have been “conceived
in animosity against every Ameridan In-
dustry that needed protéction,” with the
American farmers ns “‘the specinl object
of Its choler and hate.”

“is It becauss of his past political af-
filiation that you are heaping upon him
the verigeance for all your previous de-
feats? Or do you conslder yourself to
be the ipstrument through which Frovi-
dence |s to work Its punishment because
i1 the last political campalgn he forgot
the falth of his fathers and went chasing
after o sirange. god, with cloven hoofs
and branching antlers?

It was the democrats, Senator MeCum-
bop e who told the farmer that
e had been wronged by Mr. Taft be-
cause the' former presldent. sought -to
cirade off his protection for realprocal
tarilf reductions by Canada’’ and it was
the dem i mtn convince the
(o be frosted and that they, instead,
chould be wrusted wilh Tis interents. The
reciprocity praposition, ihe senator ar-
gued. had one virtus, In that It pro-
poged 1o get womething for surrendering
udthing, while the democrats proposed
to tmde away the farmers’ Interest in
sverything ‘‘Tor absolutely nothing.”

Senator McCumber asserted that the
democrats admitted the tariff biil would
mjure the farmer, contending that he re-
celved too much for.his products and
must be compelled to sell thom cheaper.
The senntor submitted statistics seeking
to show that the tarift did not affect the
price of farm products to the conmumer
and, mgain addressing the democruls,
sld: “You are reaching a point where
your lncome in unable to keep pace with
your exirmvagances, and you are asking
the farmer to make good the deficit by
reducing the price of his products. 1t
never occurs to you that the proper place
to begin economy is on the luxuries, the
unnecessaries of life.
